I represent David and Mary Stoecklein and Bar Horseshoe Cattle & Likestock Company, an
Idaho general partnership. In 1996, Aslett Ranches filed Application for Transfer of Water Right
No. 4906 to change a portion of the place of use of a water right diverted from Warm Springs Creek
from lands alongside the Creek to a 40 acre parcel purchased by Aslett Ranches from the BLM. The
transfer was protested by my clients and others. Immediately prior to the hearing scheduled for
September 16, 1997, Aslett Ranches withdrew its transfer application. Therefore, to our knowledge
there is no water right appurtenant to the SW 1/4 NE 1/4, Section 1, Township 7 North, Range 22
East, B.M., Custer County, Idaho.

‘This mater was brought to the attention of Aslett Ranches” attorney last fall by my September
18, 1997 letter, a copy of which is enclosed. I've also enclosed a copy of Mr. Campbell’s response.
Aslett Ranches has ignored our request and resumed irrigation of these lands this summer.
Therefore, my clients demand that this matter be immediately investigated and an appropriate order
issued to enjoin any further illegal use of water on the Aslett Ranches’ land.

You clients have irrigated over the past few months, and continue to urigate, those lands it
acquired from the Bureau of Land Management (without any appurtenant water rights) to fill in the
southeast corner of their pivot. These lands are the new place of use proposed by Transfer No. 4906
and perhaps the irrigation of the lands was done in anticipation of approval of the Transfer. Absent
such approval or the proper transfer of some other valid water right to those lands, the irrigation of
those lands is an illegal use of water as proscribed by L.C. § 42-351. Please confirm on or before
September 26, 1997 that your clients will not irrigate those lands next year unless and until the
transfer of a valid water right to those lands is approved by the Idaho Department of Water
Resources (“TDWR™). IfIdo not timely receive this confirmation, IDWR will be requested to take
appropriate action under L.C. § 42-351 to prevent a recurrence of this illegal use of water.
